grew fabulously rich out of the misery of 
the war, without a doubt are plotting to 
that end. 
And that is why the German 
mark has been forced down until it has no 
purchasing value. 
That is why billions of 
real money have been sequestered in for­ 
eign countries. 
That is why the poor have 
been ruthlessly made poorer day by day, 
why hunger grips the people of the large 
cities.

WOODROW WILSON’S UTTERANCE. 
From the St. Louis Star. 
The utterance of Woodrow’ Wilson on 
the eve of Armistice Day wras 
most 
dra­ 
matic. 
Standing weakly on his front steps, a 
notable casualty of the great war, he was 
steadied by the stimulus of an audience of 
many thousands. 
There were former sol­ 
diers and 
godly 
women in large propor­ 
tion. 
A steadfast supporter, Carter Glass, 
opened the way for his former chief’s un­ 
usual declaration. 
The 
utterance 
was 
evtarordinary in 
many respects. 
It was a universal indict­ 
ment of the policy of the United States as a 
nation. It was a terrific arraignment of the 
republican party. 
It was a forceful com­ 
ment on the present European folfy. It was 
a stimulus to American opinion. 
It was a 
prophecy of a radical change in the attitude 
of the United States towards its interna­ 
tional obligations. 
Notwithstanding all that comprehensive­ 
ness, the utterance was brief— only a few 
hundred words. 
The former pre.:* 'ent’s 
mastery of clear and forceful English was 
never shown in greater degree. 
And with all of its indictment and ar­ 
raignment, Mr. Wilson did not find it nec­ 
essary to mention the League of Nations 
nor the republican party, nor any one of his 
opponents. 
His utterance was impersonal, 
non-partisan, and all the more crushing be­ 
cause it had no small defect. 
This arraignment of the majority of the 
American people was the keynote of that 
remarkable utterance: 
“ Although 
the 
stimulating mem­ 
ories of that happy time of triumph 
are forever marred and embittered for 
us by the shameful fact that when the 
victory was 
won— won, be it remem­ 
bered, chiefly by the indomitable spirit 
and valiant sacrifices of our own un­ 
conquerable soldiers— we turned our 
backs upon our associates and refused 
to bear any responsible part in the ad­ 
ministration of peace, or the firm and 
permanent establishment of the results 
of the war— won at so terrible a cost 
of life and 
treasure— and 
withdrew 
into a sullen 
and 
selfish 
isolation 
w hich is deeply ignoble because mani­ 
festly cowardly and dishonorable.’* 
There is no mincing of words there. The 
failure of the so-called peace of which Ar­ 
mistice Day is the anniversary, is empha­ 
sized in this strong language: 
“That we should thus have done a 
great wrong to civilization, and at one 
of the most critical turning points in 
the history of mankind, is the more to 
J 


be deplored, because 
every 
anxious 
year that has followed has made the 
exceeding need for such service as we 
might have rendered more and more 
manifest and 
more 
pressing, as de­ 
moralizing 
circumstances 
which we 
might have controlled have gone from 
bad to worse, until now 
as if to fur­ 
nish a sort of sinister climax— France 
and Italy between them, have made 
w aste paper of the treaty of Versailles, 
and the whole field of international 
relationships is in perilous confusion.” 
It will be seen that he criticises France 
and Italy severely, and who will say un­ 
justly? 
But, observe, he does this after in­ 
dict! ng our own country for the failure that 
has led the two European 
countries 
into 
their 
horrible 
blundering. 
He does not 
speak of Great Britain, 
though 
logically 
there is the inference that he realizes that 
she has tried to do her part in all respects. 
The courage and faith and optimism of 
the man are shown in this fiery fulmination, 
which almost creates a new proverb: 
“Just one word more; I cannot re­ 
frain from saying it. 
I am not one of 
those that have the least anxiety about 
the triumph of the principles I have 
stood for. 
I 
have 
seen 
fools resist 
Providence 
before 
and I have seen 
their destruction, as will come upon 
these again, utter destruction and con­ 
tempt. 
That we shill prevail is as 
sure as that God reigns” 
Just what 
particular fools the former 
president has in mind 
may 
be doubtful. 
Quite an array of them could be suggested. 
Possibly 
he 
thought 
of some European 
leaders, calling themselves statesmen. But 
more probably he had in mind such Ameri­ 
can figures as Senators Lodge and Johnson. 
His picture of the republican party’s resist­ 
ing providence 
is a vivid 
one, 
and his 
prophecy of their destruction by the power 
of right has the ring of an 
old 
Hebrew 
prophet. 
There were thousands of sermons preach­ 
ed all over this country on Sunday which 
harmonized thoroughly with Mr. Wilson’s 
indictment of the American people. There 
is a common conviction among the Chris­ 
tian leadership of the United States that 
our government’s isolation has been pro­ 
ductive of harm to the world, that it has 
made a failure of the peace we fought for. 
That conviction has been having some re­ 
cent influence at Washington. 
How much 
more will it have? 
Woodrow 
Wilson’s 
address is sure to 
strengthen the 
growing 
opinion that the 
United States must right-about-face more 
distinctly, and formulate a foreign policy 
that will be helpful and honorable. 
It is 
certain to have 
a considerable 
influence 
upon the course of the democratic party. 
It will check the tendency to ignore the 
question of our European 
responsibilities, 
wrhich has been so manif it among many 
practical leaders. 
It may even have an in­ 
fluence in France and abroad. 
Americans are more idealistic than many 
active politicians realize.

Pause To Honor Heroes 
OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla., Nov. 12 
—The Senate court of impeachment 
hearing tho case against Governor 
J. C. Walton, suspended Oklahoma 
executive, will pause in its work to­ 
day for one hour and with the na­ 
tion, pay tribute to those who made 
an Armistic Day possible. 
After convening at 9 o’clock this 
morning the court will recess from 
l l until 12 in observance of the oc- 
asion. 
Action to speed up the trial is ex­ 
pected this week. 
But two of the 
twenty two charges in the 
bill 
of 
impeachment have been argued be­ 
fore the court and at the present 
rate the trial will drag on into the 
new* year, political 
observers 
pre­ 
dict. 
It is believed the court will hasten 
the end by calling upon the defense 
for its evidence before many more 
counts are argued, and then cast 
its vote to decide the fate of the 
respondent. 
There are indications 
that

Walton defense will encounter deter­ 
mined opposition in the senate to 
its plan to place scores of witnesses 
on the stand to testify to alleged

floggings and 
mistreatment. 
Senators are said to be growing 
impatient with what is termed need­ 
less delay. 


The present situation in interna­ 
tional affairs, involving as it does the 
imminent peril of w ar, must give con­ 
cern to every thoughtful Christian. 
After a devastating conflict which 
has cost millions of lives, created im­ 
measurable hatred and piled up a 
debt of fifty dollars for every minute 
of time since Christ was born, th^na- 
tions of the earth apparently having 
learned nothing and forgotten noth­ 
ing, are once more planning the old 
game of competitive imperialism and 
competitive armament. 
The Church 
of Christ was severely blamed for the 
occurrence of the last war. That the 
Gospel should have been so long on 
earth and yet should have not pre­ 
vented the great catastrophe with all 
its hideous cruelty and suffering was 
a charge against the church so seri­ 
ous that all thoughtful ministers felt 
its force and were driven defensively 
to meet it. 
Even more will another 
war bring down upon the Church of 
Christ the charge of moral cowardice 
and fatal inefficiency. 
Yet another war is being prepared 
in the vindictive hatreds, the nation­ 
alistic 
ambitions, 
the 
scheme 
of 
racial and imperial self-aggrandize­ 
ment which mark the world’s interna­ 
tional relationships. 
The spirit of 
good-will and sincere cooperation for 
the welfare of mankind as a whole Is 
so lamentably 
weak, 
is so openly 
scoffed at in influential quarters, and 
expectations of war are so freely 
voiced 
and 
preparations for it so 
frankly pushed, that another war is 
inevitable unless a better mind can 
speedily prevail. 
There are some among us, of whom 
the signatories of this appeal form a 
small group, who regard war as the 
most ruinous organized sin 
which 
mankind now faces; who are sure 
that the war system and the Chris­ 
tian 
Gospel 
cannot 
permanently 
abide together on the same earth; 
who see clearly that the spirit of wrar 
and the spirit of the Gospel are anti­ 
thetical, the one representing what 
the other hates and would destroy; 
who recognize that war is futile as a 
means of furthering 
Christ’s 
King­ 
dom, even where the end sought is 
righteous and where the spirit of the 
combatants is sacrificial. 
Our position in this appeal does not 


involve theoretical pacifism; we are 
not concerned to deny the necessity 
of using force, massed force, it may 
be in an emergency, nor of a moder­ 
ate military organization for defen­ 
sive purposes. 
But the w*ar system 
is not an appeal to force in an emer­ 
gency—it is a long drawn out and 
deliberate preparation for the use of 
every known means of cruel and col­ 
lective destruction. It rests upon the 
assumption that the welfare of one 
people involves the ruin of another 
and it plans far ahead of the event to 
be able to compass the ruin. It repre­ 
sents the deliberate organization of 
the world into isolated and armed 
peoples, 
suspicious 
of each other, 
waiting to fall upon each other, in­ 
stead of sanely cooperating peoples 
finding the best interests of all ful­ 
filled in a decent, peaceable and rea­ 
sonable fellowship. 
We will not believe that mankind 
is so defiant in character and intelli­ 
gence as to make the rational solu­ 
tion of our international problems im­ 
possible and to commit us to the con­ 
tinued rule of insane fear, hatred and 
collective destruction. 
And we are 
certain that unless the Church of 
Christ takes now a clear and consis­ 
tent st^.nd on this matter of life and 
death to our civilization and to the 
w’orld, she will merit the contempt of 
men and the judgment of God. 
We therefore urge all the reople 
of the churches, and all ministers in 
particular, to an outspoken declara­ 
tion that the war system and the 
Gospel of Christ 
are 
diametrically 
and irreconcilably opposed. We urge 
that without delay this crisis of de­ 
cision between war and Christ be un­ 
mistakably recognized and stated,

center of a frank and 
courageous antagonism to war and 
everything that makes war, until in 
our own country and in all lands we 
succeed in reinstating Christian loy­

Timmy, 30, farmer and suitor of the 
girl, and J. A. Wilson, marshall of 
this village, and deputy sheriff, who 
sought to arrest him. 
The shootings occurred at separate 
times in the morning and afternoon. 
Before fleeing, the murderer went ,o 
a timber cutting plant he operated 
and left a signed confession of the 
crimes, with a list of the dead. 
Early yesterday Timmy and Por­ 
tano engaged in an altercation over 
Myrtle during which Portano drew 
a revolver and shot Timmy through 
the leg. Timmy came the eight miles 
from the farm where the shooting oc­ 
curred to this village and had his 
wounds dressed, and reported the 
case to Marshal Wilson. 
While Timmy was gone, Portano 
went to the Sander’s home and shot 
dead the mother of his sweetheart. 
While he was going down the road

Stratton D. Brooks, in his address 
et his inauguration as president of 
th e University of Missouri. 
Z It is far less 
difficult, 
said Dr. 
33rooks, to make a university effici­ 
e n t than it is to 
prove 
that effi­ 
c ie n c y to the public, because its pro­ 
d u c t cannot be expressed in meas­ 
urable units. 
ll 
The annual 
report of a 
factory 
manager will show in dollar and 
Scents the exact cost of operating, 
■caid Dr. Brooks, and the exact value 
of the product and a comparison of 
one with the other will enable even 
The least informed stockholder to de­ 
termine the efficiency of the manage­ 
m en t. 
But for a university, he ex­ 
plained, there axe no 
such 
easily 
"made comparisons. 
“The dividends of the university/’ 
continued Dr. Brooks, “though enor­ 
mously valuable, are indefinite, in­ 
tangible, indirect and often deferred 
and a man accustomed to commer­ 
cial comparisons becomes confused, 
hesitant, or even frankly doubtful. 
“To be sure it can readily 
be 
ifljowm that a university education 
pays the 
Individual who 
takes it. 
Everybody understands that a lawr- 
1 yer, a doctor, an engineer will earn 
- more money than he w’ould have 
^earned without a professional educa- 
' tion. 
In so far as he is individually 
concerned he can reckon his cost in 
time and expense and find them both 
well invested. 
In this sense the uni­ 
versity pays high dividends in ma­ 


terial prosperity, personal influence, 
and social opportunity. 
“The justification 
for its 
public 
support lies not in the increased ma­ 
terial prosperity of its graduates but 
rather in the fact that they render 
a service that is necessary to the 
community in which they live and 
that the quality of the service is bet­ 
ter than would be obtainable without 
a system of free public education. It 
is necessary that wre have physicians, 
lawyers, engineers, teachers and a 
hundred 
other 
specialized 
profes­ 
sions and businesses, and the pro­ 
tection of the individual citizen as 
well as the prosperity of the 
state 
demands that the service rendered 
by each of these be of the best qual­ 
ity obtainable. 
“It is the business of the univer­ 
sity to send forth physicians that 
have been taught the best and latest 
in medical science, men trained in 
the 
skillful 
application 
of 
their 
knowiedge and imbued with the abil­ 
ity and desire to keep abreast of 
medical progress.” 
“In the field of 
legal 
education 
also the university may render need 
cd service. 
Most peaceful men be-j 
lieve that there are too many lawyers, 
but those men who have found their 
property threatened or their rights 
infringed have discovered that able 
laywers are scarce. 
It is the busi­ 
ness of the university to send out 
young men whose preliminary train­ 
ing is so thorough that under the con­ 
ditions of active practice they will 
soon develop into lawyers of recog­ 
nized ability. 
“The greatest single public bus­ 
iness is the education of the chil­ 
dren of the state. 
For this w’ork 
there is devised a great system of

public schools, 
elementary, 
secon­ 
dary and higher. 
To its mainten­ 
ance and support there is devoted a 
greater portion of the public revenue 
than to any other division of public 
business. 
Of tnis system the Uni 
versity is the head. Head not in the 
sense that it is more important or 
that it has a larger student body, 
but in the sense that from the other 
institutions, elementary, 
high and 
college, the sons and daughters of 
Missouri come to it for the comple­ 
tion of their preparation in whatever 
may be their chosen line of service. 
Likewise through its School of Ed­ 
ucation it should furnish real assist­ 
ance and inspirational guidance for 
every school in the state. 
“Sporadic and 
unskilled 
experi­ 
mentation by 
untrained 
teachers, 
however enthusiastic, is likely to be 
highly detrimental to the children 
upon whom the experiment is tried. 
It is the business of the school of 
education to know what has been 
and is being done wherever educa­ 
tional investigation is being carried 
on; to contribute its own share of 
intelligent and scientific experimen­ 
tation along educational lines; * * * 
to see that men and women trained 
in the expert application of these 
methods are sent into the schools of 
our state, each to become a germin­ 
ating center of inspiration and in­ 
fluence that shall eventually mean 
the greatest 
improvement 
of our 
schools. 
“In the case of agriculture the ser­ 
vices of the University are more 
readily understood because they re- 
suit in benefits that the more easily Iyerslty shou,d PreParc llim to c5[ccU 


discovers new truth and it is by the 
application of new truth combined 
with old that makes progress in civil­ 
ization. 
When judged by the stand­ 
ard of immediate use, much of the 
work of a university seems of doubt­ 
ful practicability, but let us not for­ 
get that back of every practical ap­ 
plication lies a general theory. Back 
of the marvels of Edison, Marconi 
and Bell were years of patient dis­ 
covery of general principles of elec­ 
trical action. 
Back of the chemical 
processes on which our great indus­ 
tries are built lie years of careful 
experimentation by impractical pro­ 
fessors. 
Back of all our institutions 
and forms of government lies serious 
study of 
history 
and progress 
of 
mankind. 
In fact when the history 
of mankind is read aright, it will be 
found that the greatest service to its 
progress has been rendered not by 
the men who did the most but by 
the men who thought the best. 
“To the University professor and 
his like must be left the search for 
truth, untrammeled by thought of its 
application to the 
particular busi­ 
ness that pays his salary. 
Within 
the University w’alls there is always 
hope that experimentation and delib­ 
eration may somehow’, somewhere, 
bear a golden fruitage to be used 
some time for 
the 
happiness 
and 
prosperity of mankind. 
“The university aims to give every 
student a dominant interest in life; 
to make him feel that that he must 
work hard now in order to prepare 
for still harder w’ork to come; to em­

“ During my early days of domes­ 
ticity,” she says, “I realized the 
importance a sound knowledge of 
foods played in the health and hap­ 
piness of my family, so I read every 
book on dietetics that had favorable 
mention at the public library or in 
the press and practiced three times 
a day in my own kitchen.” 
Likewise Mrs. Duce studied at 
the Chicago School of Domestic 
Science and was at one time editor 
of a weekly newspaper in Nebras­ 
ka, where she conducted a column 
devoted to foods and household 
problems. 
Here 
is her 
recipe, 
which calls for bran that is all 
bran: 
Alternate layers of bread crumbs, 
butter, all bran and hard sliced ap 
pies. Sprinkle each layer with a lit­ 
tle water, brown sugar and cinna­ 
mon, making top layer of crumbs 
and bran. Dot well with butter and 
bake 
in 
greased, 
covered 
dish. 
Cook until apples are soft, then re­ 
move cover and brown. Serve with 
egg sauce as soon as taken from 
oven. As this recipe will serve five 
people, a medium-sized baking dish 
should be used. 
To make the egg sauce break, 
:>ne egg over a cup of granulated 
sugar and beat until mixture Is 
oamy and entirely free from gran­ 
ules of sugar. Pour over this two 
ablespoonfuls of bolling milk, add 
vanilla to taste and beat thorough­ 
ly. 
The sauce’s success depends 
upon vigorous beating.

CANDIES W IT H HONEY 
IF YOU have a vew hives of bees 
I the Christmas candy problem 
will be quite easily solved. 
A card 
or two of honey is a present that 
few will not appreciate. 
Honey Caramel*.—Take a cupful. 
of

best-ilavored 
extracted 
honey, one cupful of sugar, three 
tablespoonfuls of sweet cream, and 
boil to the soft-ball stage. 
(When 
a drop is put into cold water it may 
be gathered in the fingers in a soft 
ball.)

Stir and pour out into a 
buttered tin to cool. 
Mark Into 
squares when cool enough. 
Barber'* 
Honey 
Candy.—Take 
one quart of honey, one cupful of 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and two tablespoonfuls of strong 
vinegar. 
Boil until it makes a 
hard ball when dropped into cold 
water, then add one teaspoonful of 
soda. 
Pour into buttered pans to 
cool. 
Omit the soda and vinegar 
and the candy will pull nicely. 
Butterscotch.—Take one cupful 
of butter, two cupfuls each of sugar 
and extracted honey, one teaspoon­ 
ful of cinnamon. Boll ten minutes; 
pour into a buttered pan and, when 
cool, mark off into squares. 
Crackerjack.—Take one 
cupful 
of brown sugar, one cupful of 
honey; boil until It hardens when 
dropped Into cold water. 
Remove

spoonful of soda. 
Stir in all the 
popcorn or puffed rice it will take; 
spread in a greased pan and, when 
cool, mark into squares.

This Is still a 
picture of the world. The laborers are j 
still few. It is the Lord’s harvest that 
is ready to be gathered. 
No wonder 
He 
was

compassion! 
Those who have eyes to see and hearts 
to feel are still moved with compas­ 
sion aa they see the world ready to be 
gathered Into Christ’s fold but no one 
to perform the labor. The means for 
securing laborers for the harvest is 
prayer. 
He urged the disciples to 
pray that the Lord would send forth 
laborers. 
II. 
Classes of Missionaries (Luke 
8:1-3). 
Three classes are here enumerated; 
1. Jesus Himself (v. I). He is the 
grand and supreme missionary. All re­ 
ceive their example and power from 
Him.

THREE PART GAS 
RATE AUTHORIZED 


By th© Associated Frees. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. IS. 
—A second introduction in Missouri 
of the three part gas rate was auth­ 
orised yesterday when the state pub­ 
lic service commission issued 
an 
order giving the Carterville 
Gas 
company permission to put the new 
rate in operation in Webb City. Mo. 
Under the new rate the consumer 
pays, first, a customer’s charge of 
$9 per year; 
second, a 
demand 
charge of thirty-two cents per year 
per cubic feet of maximum hourly 
demand, payable monthly and third, 
forty cents a thousand feet for gas 
consumed, according to a statement 
from the commission. 
It was said by representatives of 
Webb City and cf the gas company 
that the average coost to consumers 
of gas in the city under the new rate 
will be seventy-two cents compared 
to the present flat rate of 78 cents 
per thousand feet. 
The authorization of the new rate 
was given upon the Joint application 
of th© mayor and council of Webb! 
City and the gas company. 
A large 
majority of people in Webb City de­ 
sired to try the new rate, according 
to Ray E. Watson, city 
ttom ey of 
Webb City. 
The first authorization 
of the rate was made at Indian Vil­ 
lage, Kansas City, several weeks 
ago.
